COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Strafford County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Com- 
missioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of the County 
Farm and House of Correction, Clerk of the Superior 
Court, Sheriff, Jailer, Solicitor, County Physicians, 
Chaplain and Auditors for the year ending December 
31, 1918. 


COUNTY FARM AND HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The affairs of the County at the County Farm have 
been attended to by all connected with that institution 
in a manner that calls only for words of commendation 
by the Commissioners and all who have visited there. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hartford, in their positions as Superin- 
tendent and Matron have been untiring in their efforts 
that all might receive proper treatment and that care 
that those who are there should receive, and they have 
been ably supported by all employees of the farm. The 
erops raised this year surpassed all expectations. The 
proceeds from the farm from all sources was $11,323.98. 
For further particulars we would refer you to the re- 
port of the Superintendent. 


SUPPORT OF OUTSIDE POOR AND CHILDREN. 


The support of poor people in the cities and towns 
throughout the county has cost $11,800.16. This de- 
partment calls for good judgment on the part of the 
Commissioners that no worthy person may suffer. The 
one perplexing problem with which the Commis- 
sioners have to contend is that of the care of children. 
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The necessity of finding good homes where they © 
may receive that careful training necessary to make of 
them good citizens in the future requires quite a great 
deal of careful consideration on the part of the Commis- 
sioners. For your consideration we would offer the 
cost of supporting children for the years past: 1910, 
$5, 213.01; 1911, $5, 793.76; 1912, $5,506.38; 191SySo iar: 
1914, $6,354.53; 1915, $7,080.49; 1916, $6,441,80; 1917, 
$6, 292.62; 1918, $8,410.15. By these figures you will 
see that it has cost considerable more this year than in 
preceding years. Thisis so because every institution 
and Home in the state have advanced the price of board.

Report of Superintendent of Strafford County 
Farm and House of Correction. 


Dover, N. H., January 1, 1919. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners of 
Strafford County:— 


GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit to you my annual 
report as Superintendent of the Strafford County Farm 
and House of Correction for the year ending December 
bl, 1918. 

During the past year we have had no epidemics and 
general good health has prevailed, as much so as is pos- 
sible among this class of patients. The number com- 
mitted to the house of correction has been greatly re- 
duced, thereby decreasing our labor value to a marked 
extent. However, we have made the best use of the 
number we have had and a satisfactory amount of work 
has been accomplished. Our pay roll, as at all other 
plants, was much larger, and everything purchased for 
the institution was much higher than for previous 
years. The crops this year were good. 

To Dr. D. L. Stokes, of Rochester, our physician, to 
the Dover City Mission and the Catholic priests of 
Dover, to the W. C. T. U. of Rochester, and all socie- 
ties and friends who have furnished reading material, ~ 
gifts, etc., I extend my heartiest thanks; to all em- 
ployees who have so faithfully performed the duties as- 
signed you, it is with pleasure that I extend to you my 
deepest appreciation. To you, Messrs. Commissioners, 
my words fail to express the gratitude I feel for your 
kindness and co-operation with me at all times.
